> Organizer says 
opposition 
growing to closing 
NOTL facility

Carrying a bright red sign 
with “Save Niagara-on-the- 
Lake hospital” written on it, 
Sandra O’Connor was on the 
steps of Queen's Park in 
Toronto Friday to protest the 
closure of the hospital. 

She was joining a large 
group of 3,000 from other 
communities across the 
province also faced with los¬ 
ing health care. 

She said opposition to the 
closure of the NOTL facility 
by this spring “is building.” 

“We’re just starting. We 
just went through an elec¬ 
tion. It’s such a difficult time,” 
she said. "I think people are 
confused. They think it’s a 
done deal and they don’t 
have any recourse.”

NOTL was represented 
at the rally at the Ontario 
Legislature to stop 
"unprecedented cuts and 
privatization that threat¬ 
en community hospitals 
all across Ontario," said 
O'Connor. 

“We are part of a larger 
issue of dismantling our 
health social fabric, and 
we have to fight back 
against this government’s 


policy, the LIHN’s and 
the Niagara Health 
System, which do not rec¬ 
ognize the needs of the 
community," she said. 

“A Town Hall meeting 
to save our local hospital 
will be held in the near 
future where we can gal¬ 
vanize our energies into

Referring to thousands 
of hospital bed closures 
during the past 20 years, 
Welland MPP Cindy 
Forster asked: “Does this 
look like a progressive 
government to you, a gov¬ 
ernment that is actually 
dismantling our health 
care system and closing 
our beds?” 

“Kathleen Wynne is 
here today,” Forster said 
— and she wasn't refer¬ 
ring to the huge effigy of 
the premier that was dis¬ 
played during the event. 
“Tell her, her government 
is not progressive. This 
reminds me of 1997-’98 
when we were walking 
down University Ave. 


under a Mike Harris gov¬ 
ernment." 

Sue Hotte from the 
Niagara Health Coalition 
said the coalition will be 
building on the momen¬ 
tum of the rally in the 
months ahead, hoping to 
ultimately stop plans call¬ 
ing for privatization of 
hospital services and the 
closure of hospitals. 

"We’re just going to 
keep at it,” Hotte said.

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
native Ron Cherney, 68, 
died while on his way from 
Niagara Falls to Virgil last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

He was driving down St. 
Paul Ave. when his car hit 
the side of a pick-up truck 
pulled over so the driver 
could pick up his mail. His 
car veered off the east edge 
of St. Paul Ave., stopping 
under the Hwy. 405 over¬ 
pass, and the driver of the 
pick-up stayed with him 
until emergency crews 
arrived. Paramedics took 
him to the Niagara Falls 
hospital, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

Mark Cherney, the oldest 
of Ron's four sons, says his 
dad suffered cardiac arrest 
as he was driving down 
what locals call Sand Plant 
Hill in the first heavy snow 
storm of the season. 

"He'd been doing some 
shovelling," said Mark. "He 
shovelled out his own car, 
and then some of his neigh- 

Ron and Krista, his wife of 
about 10 years, had decided 
it was time to downsize and 
simplify their lifestyle, and 
had moved from Virgil to an 
apartment in Stamford this 
summer. 


For the last 20 years, he 
worked as a financial con¬ 
sultant, most recently with 


Investors Group Financial 
Services. Krista worked with 
him. 


His dad had a heart con¬ 
dition, but had been treat¬ 
ed, and the news came as a 


shock, said Mark. 

"It's certainly not what we 
expected to hear." 

He and his three brothers 
maintained a close relation¬ 
ship with their father, Mark 

He, Aaron and Nathan all 
live close to the Four Mile 
Creek Rd. home their dad 
had just left, pretty much 
within walking distance, 
and Ryan, the youngest, is 
just over the canal in St. 
Catharines. 

The four of them are all 


moving ahead in their 
careers, and he credits his 
dad, who built up a success¬ 
ful greenhouse and florist 
business with their mother 
Helen in Virgil, as being a 
great role model. 

"We learned a strong work 
ethic from him, growing up 
in the family business in 
Virgil, howto communicate 
with people, and other skills 
that have come in handy in

walk from their home 
beside Cherney's Flowers 
and Gifts, to their grandfa¬ 
ther's peach and cherry 
orchards, which bordered 
their parents business, and 
were accustomed to help¬ 
ing out with the fruit farm 
as well as in the greenhous- 

Like most kids, they didn't 
always love the work, Mark 
says, but they can look back 
on it and realize how much 
they learned that has helped 
them as adults. 

"Looking back, I know we 
got a lot out of that work 
growing up. It was an 
opportunity for us all to be 
together, and learn about 
hard work. It was definitely 
interesting as a kid, seeing 
how hard my dad worked 
and the success that came 

As busy as he was with 
the family business, Ron 
always had time for the 
boys, said Mark. He has 


great memories of his dad 
loading up the work cube 
van with bikes and taking 
them to BMX tracks, and 
they had the opportunity to 
play soccer, hockey or any 
other sport they chose. 

"He was always our big¬ 
gest supporter. We were all 
involved in minor sports, 
and he came out to watch. 
He always made sure we 
had the opportunity to play 
if we wanted." 

He also showed his sons 
the importance of being 
involved in the communi¬ 
ty- 

He as a member of the 
Queenston Lewiston Rotary 
Club, and a long-time mem¬ 
ber of the Virgil Business 
Association. 

He helped out with sev¬ 
eral fundraisers for com¬ 
munity facilities, "and defi¬ 
nitely showed us the impor¬ 
tance of being involved in 
the community," said 
Mark. 

"He used to tell us, 'if you 
live in a community, belong 
to that community, and 
take any opportunity you 
can to give back to it." 

One of Mark's great mem¬ 
ories of growing up was 
attending the Virgil 
Stampede, organized by the 
Virgil Business Association, 
and he likes to continue 
that tradition by taking his 
kids to the annual event.

“They love seeing their 
grandpa on the grounds, 
walking around with what 
they like to call his Britney 
Spears microphone,” said 
Mark. 

“He played such a huge 
role in the Stampede. I was 
always proud to say he was 
my dad. He helped to build 
a lot of the things we see 
around here today in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, things 
my kids are going to benefit 
from now because of my 
dad and his work with the 
community.” 

During its 40 years, the 
VBA has donated more than 
$1 million to help build the 
two Virgil arenas, the splash 
pad and park in Virgil, the 
soccer fields, school gymna¬ 
siums and playgrounds and 
other local facilities. 

For many years Ron was 


the organizer of all the e 
tainment for the event. He 
would connect with 
Homeniuk Amusement 
Rides, and reach out to 
many different entertain¬ 
ment acts to make sure there 
was something for everyone 
during what was a two-day 
event, and in recent years 
three days over the Victoria 
Day weekend. He would 
also travel to other fairs in 
the area to see if there was 
something new that might 
be of interest to the 
Stampede crowd, and was 
already working on lining 
up next spring’s events. 

He best-known to the 
public as the announcer for 
the weekend - the micro¬ 
phone was so that as he 
walked around the stam¬ 
pede grounds, he could 
direct file crowds to what¬ 
ever was happening. 

Richard Wall, president of 


the Virgil Business 
Association, says he was 
“totally shocked" when he 
heard Ron had died 
Wednesday. 

Mark has already called 
him about the papers he’s 
found of his dad's outlining 
where he is with the enter¬ 
tainment lineup for this 
spring, he says. 

“He was fantastic to work 
with. He handled all the 
bookings, had his list of 
events and co-ordinated 
when and where they’d be 
on the grounds. I'm not 
sure how long he’s been 
doing that, but I’ve been 
going to meetings since 
1984 and I remember him 
talking about the entertain¬ 
ment then. And he was 
great at the announce¬ 
ments, keeping people up- 
to-date with what was going 
on. He was always on the 
lookout for new stuff, to 


keep it fresh. If there t

The oil world's big shift 


While American senators were voting 
down legislation last week that would 
permit the Keystone XL pipeline to be 
built in the U.S., two Americans were in 
Ottawa for the Canadian launch of a task 
force that wants to strengthen the energy 
relationship among Canada, the U.S. and 
Mexico. 

David Petraeus, a retired U.S. general, 
and Robert Zoellick, a former president 
of the World Bank, believe it's high time 
the three nations worked more closely on 
energy issues. 

They and their colleagues believe the 
energy and economic challenges faced 
by the three nations can be better resolved 
within the context of a North American 
approach to energy development. 

The task force is recommending, 
among other things, that North America's 
energy infrastructure — which would 
include pipelines such as Keystone — be 
strengthened and the continent's regula¬ 
tions be harmonized. 

For the first time in 40 years, petro¬ 
leum production in the U.S. is skyrocket¬ 
ing, making it possible for the U.S. to be 
less dependent on foreign oil, particular¬ 
ly from hot spots like the Middle East. 

Rebirth of America's petroleum for¬ 


tunes, coupled with Canada's tremen¬ 
dous production from the Alberta oil- 
sands, helps place the two nations in a 
position of unusual economic strength, a 
strength task force members believe can 
be better harnessed through co-opera¬ 
tion and a closer relationship. 

For the past 60 years, the U.S.'s energy 
focus has been on the Middle East. It has 
propped up dictatorships and other 
despicable regimes, all in the name of 
establishing energy security for 
Americans, but at tremendous cost. The 
political and social instability in the 
Middle East is due partly to the West's 
insatiable thirst for cheap oil. Yet only in 
recent years has new technology allowed 
that thirst to be partly satisfied by domes¬ 
tic production. 

Keystone is part of that, and propo¬ 
nents of the pipeline will get a chance in 
January when die new Senate is sworn in, 
a Senate more sympathetic to the pipe¬ 
line's construction. 

There is much to think about for polit¬ 
ical leaders on both sides of the border. 
Within the oil world, there has been a 
tremendous shift, the benefits of which 
have yet to be realized on this continent.

Roundabout 
makes no 
economic 


The roundabout on 
Niagara Stone Rd. may 
have been the result of a 
successful partnership 
between the Town and 
the Niagara Region, but it 
is not one that makes any 
economic sense. 


Traffic roundabouts 
are designed as an alter¬ 
native to four way stop 
signs and traffic lights at 
crossroads, so as to facili¬ 
tate a smoother traffic 
flow and reduce the 
backups that can other¬ 
wise occur. They work 
very well within certain 
limits provided motorists 
understand the basic 

As a traffic calming 
device (assuming that is 
what is really required), a 
lower posted speed limit 
together with speed 
bumps and the appropri¬ 


ate police enforcement 
would have the same 
effect at a fraction of the 
cost to the taxpayer. 

A portion of this 
money would have been 
better spent on resurfac¬ 
ing some of the roads in 
the Old Town (a tourist 
town) and parts of 
Highway 55 that are in 
very poor condition to 
say the least. 

A serious review of 
priorities by the town 
administration is obvi¬ 
ously overdue.

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Santa lending a hand in raising money for guide dog 



Santa will visit clinic 
Saturday to greet pets 
and pose for a photo

The St. Davids Lioness are raising 
money to sponsor a dog guide, and 
are about to get some help from two 
local animal lovers. 

Lioness president Helena Copeland 
says it's taken a number of years for 
the small club to raise $8,000 toward 
the training of a dog that will help a 
youngster with autism. 

Their goal is $12,000, although it 
costs $25,000 to train and place a dog 
guide, she says. 

The Lions Foundation that funds 
the dog guides relies on donations 
and does not receive any government 
funding, said Copeland. And there is 
no charge to the recipient. 

The local Lioness group has spon¬ 
sored six dog guides, and wanted 
their next to be one to help a child 
diagnosed with autism spectrum dis- 

"It seems to be so prevalent now," 
says Copeland, "and a dog guide can 
mean so much to a child with 
autism." 

The Lions Foundation of Canada 
Dog Guides developed a Canine 
Vision program in 1985, to help those 
with vision impairments. Since then 


the program has grown to include 
training dogs for people who are 
hearing impaired, to help people 
who have seizures, to alert people 
with diabetes to sudden drops in 
blood sugar, and to assist those with 
physical disabilities. 

Its Autism Assistance Dog Guides 
program was initiated in 2009. 

Helping children aged 3 to 18 years 
of age, the dogs provide safety and 
companionship. But best of all, says 
Copeland, is the unconditional love 
they share. 

And the bond that is developed 
helps kids learn to interact with oth¬ 
ers, she says. 

Dog guides also provide a calming 
relief for children in high-anxiety 
situations and reduce the stress com¬ 
monly experienced in public places. 

To help further the efforts of the 
Lioness, the St. David's Veterinary 
Clinic, at 329 Creek Rd. in St. Davids, 
is having Santa visit the clinic 
Saturday, Nov. 29 from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. to greet local pets and pose for a 
photo with them. 

Anyone with a dog or cat - smaller 
pets such as rabbits and guinea pigs 
are also welcome, says Hall, but no 
reptiles please - can stop by for a 
visit. If families want their kids and 
pets in a photo, that's fine too, she

Strange, an amateur boxing 
champion, ran across Canada in 
2012 to raise money to fight chil¬ 
dren’s cancer. Now a Niagara Falls 
city councillor, he continues as a 
spokesperson and fundraiser for 
the foundation. 

Of his run, he said recendy in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, "I felt like 
quitting every day. If it was to set a 
record or beat an existing one, I 
probably would have. But when 
youth and children are fighting 
cancer every day, there is no way 
that you would quit.”

Volunteers will be selling 
them outside Phil's Valu- 
mart and Penner's Home 
Hardward Saturday, Nov.

Marching bands have to 
be booked well ahead of 
time, and they require their 
travelling expenses to be 
paid, so each year's button 
profits are banked for next 
year’s bands, says Strecker.
